University of Arkansas to Sponsor 
Guild Auditions Center 


Dr. Bruce Benward is Chairman 


NEW OPPORTUNITIES for the piano 
students of the State of Arkansas have 
been provided by the Piano Faculty of 
the University of Arkansas, Fayetteville, 
through the recent affiliation of the 
University with the National Guild of 
Piano Teachers and its National Fra- 
terniy of Student Musicians, an inter- 
national group of piano pedagogues and 
piano pupils (the largest of its type in 
che world) that sponsors two annual 
events of importance for piano students: 
the National Piano Playing Auditions and 
the International Piano Recording Festi- 
val, it was announced yesterday by Dr. 
Bruce Benward, Mr. Digby Bell, and Mr. 
Robert Smith of the University Music 
Faculty. 

This forward step by the University 
Music Faculty will make it possible for 
Arkansas piano teachers and students 
to participate in the Guild’s Auditions 
each spring and the Recording Festival 
in the fall, thus maintaining member- 
ship in the Piano Guild and its Student 
Fraternity. 


The Piano Guild’s system of goals for 
students includes events for which pu- 
pils of all ages and stages of advance- 
ment are eligible, each of which is at- 
tainable without students competing 
against one another. Each student vies 
only with himself in the achievement of 
his goal by playing annually a partial 
or complete program of numbers chosen 
from. the finest of piano literature before 
and being passed by an imported judge 
of note, sent from another Guild center 
to perform the adjudication. 


Thirty-thousand-dollars are expended 
annually by the Guild ‘in rewards in the 
form of certificates, diplomas, fraterni- 
ty pins, medals,.and cash prizes that 
range from $25.00 to $1500.00, for fur- 
ther study. Each pupil entered wins 
an award in accord with the amount 
and quality of work that his audition 
shows he has accomplished, if he can 
be passed by his adjudicator. If he can- 
not be passed, the Guild has prepared 
a Citation for Courage award as an en- 
couragement to try again next year, thus 


| 

| impressing the fact that to make an 
effort is the key to success and that 
tragedy lies only in not being willing 
to try. 

Dr. Bruce Benward, the Guild Chair- 
man at the University, will be glad to 
dispense free literature to teachers, pu- 
pils, or parents of pigno pupils, who 
may wish to have a part in the move- 
ment.: Last year more than 29,000 pi- 
ano students in nearly 400 Audition 
centers in the United States and Cuba 
took part, while 3,300 piano teachers 
entered pupils. 

The Piano Guild movement had its 
beginning at Hardin-Simmons University, 
Abilene, Texas, in 1929, when Dr. Irl 
Allison, dean of music there at the 
time, decided that the greatest need for 
the stimulation of interest in his de- 
partment was a system of goals that 
would make it possible for his slowest 
pupil to work toward and achieve— 
goals for the lazy, for the diligent, for 
the average, and goals for the gifted. 
The present far-reaching network of au- 
ditions from coast to coast, from Cana- 
da to Mexico, and across to Cuba, is 
the result of one man’s vision plus the 
Faith and Labor necessary to its reali- 
zation. 

The dates of the Auditions to be held 
at the University in the spring of 1952 
will be April 18th and 19th, Dr. Ben- 
ward said. The Judges will be Robert 
Smith, Digby Bell, and Dr. Benward.

BARTH ACTIVE AS 
COMPOSER, AS 
PIANIST AND 

TEACHER 


(Reprint from the Musical Courier) 


Hans Barth, composer of the Peace 
Symphony, performed on Dec. 19 by the 
National Orchestral Association under 
Leon Barzin at City Center, New York, 
and carried to radio audiences over 
WNYC, wrote the work as “a musical 
translation of a dark past, a confused 
present, and a hopeful future.” 

“The first movement,” Mr. Barth ex- 
plained, “portrays man’s sinister nature: 
greed, selfishness and dominating his 
thought, with the resultant discord and 
aggression. In the second movement we 
encounter the outcome of this sinister 
plotting in turmoil, cruelty, war and 
death. In the last movement, humanity, 
through its suffering, is redeemed, re- 
generated, and finally at peace.” 

Mr. Barth, besides the new symphony, 
has written about sixty published com- 
positions, including two piano concertos, 
two piano sonatas, a set of nine etudes 
for piano and orchestra, and the music 
for a Broadway play. Inventor of the 
first portable quarter tone piano, Mr. 


Barth has composed many works for this h 


instrument. His quarter tone concerto 
has been performed three times by the 
Philadelphia Orchestra, twice by the Cin- 
cinnati Symphony, and by numerous 
other orchestras including the Havana 
Philharmonic. 

In the teaching field, he has con- 
tributed to the profession his annual 
Courses for Piano Teachers and his 
books on technique. 

Hans Barth began his career as a 
child prodigy, appearing in public re- 
cital and playing his own compositions 
at the age of six. When he was twelve, 
he gave thirteen piano recitals in New 
York one season. A period of retirement 
from public life was devoted to further 
study. Mr. Barth’s later activities have 
included many recitals in Carnegie and 
Town Halls in New York, and frequent 
tours throughout the United States and 
Europe.

work at the incredible age of 4, today 
is a poised and mature pianist whose 
artistry has been tempered by years 
of devoted study under the masters. 

Her major effort Sunday was the 
Bach Concerto in D Major, a seldom 
performed work which she performed 
with great constraint and fine phrasing. 

The subdued mood induced by the 
Bach was in pronounced contrast to the 
lively Brahms which followed, and the 
Debussy and Kabalevsky moderns which 
concluded the afternoon. 

The pianist achieved her best results 
in the last, a sonata replete with 20th 
century flavor and a distinct hit with 
her auditors. 

Debussy was represented by “Les Col- 
lines d’Anacapri” and “La Fille aux 
Cheveux de Lin,” both eloquently typ- 
ical of the master of today’s idiom.—

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INDIVIDUAL GOALS 


By Lois M. Burkholder 
Los Angeles Representative,

A dozen pairs of eyes fixed expec- 
tantly on the slowly opening door, eager 
for the reappearance of the small boy. 
From his expression, the group—members 
of the National Fraternity of Student 
Musicians—hoped to learn something of 
the test awaiting them. Perhaps, also, 
they might get a glimpse of the man 
who was to hear each of them in turn 
and decide how nearly they had at- 
tained the goals each had chosen some 
months before. 


As the face of the sturdy six-year- 
old appeared, beaming, his twin brother, 
looking much relieved, pushed impor- 
tantly past him into the audition room. 
Like his brother, he would play two 
16-measure piano pieces to be graded 
on accuracy in observing rests, time 
values and correct notes, with some re- 
gard for tempo and expression. They 
had enrolled as Local Winners, Ele- 
mentary Class. 


2 AUNTS ENTER 


Two grown aunts had come with the 
boys. One, a business woman, had pre- 
pared a movement of a_ Beethoven 
SONATA, a Bach SUITE, some Chopin 
and Ravel. The other, mother of a tiny 
baby, had been content to set three in- 
termediate numbers as her goal for this 
year. Each would receive a complete 
analysis of her work in tone quality, 
technic, rhythm, phrasing, pedaling, in- 
terpretation and choice of repertory. 

Others in the room had set individual 
goals which they could reach without 
undue strain. A young man who learned 
easily and had no home responsibilities 
had memorized a 15-piece program and 
would receive National Honors. A busy 
High School student had thought seven 
a wise limit and was to earn the State 
certificate. Next year he would be a 
senior and hoped to find time to memo- 
rize ten pieces well enough to earn a 
grade of 91 or over, so that the Guild 
would award him a High School Di- 
ploma. From that he could work to- 
ward Collegiate, Young Artist, and 
Artist Diplomas. 

A father was coming in his lunch 
hour to earn district honors with his 
five numbers, leaving his teen-age 
daughter to be auditioned later. A father 
and mother sat in the corner, the man 
lovingly massaging the fingers of his 
wife. As their daughter emerged from 
her audition, the woman’s eyes eagerly 
questioned those of the girl. The father 
rose with all the charm and respect 
accorded a great artist, and quickly seat- 
ed the daughter so that they might 
hear “all about it.” 


FAMILY OF THREE, 
WOMAN OF 70, ENTER 


Another mother was waiting with a 
son and daughter and each of the three 
would play. A 70-year-old woman who 
was playing for someone for the first 
time had chosen the Social Music Test 
for which she had memorized one piece 
and would play two each of college, 
patriotic, folk, popular and_ religious 
songs, sight-read some new music and 
run over some scales. Later she claimed 
her award was the greatest experience 
of her life. 

Each entrant was working for a cer- 
tificate and the attractive pin which is 
the badge of National Fraternity mem- 
bership. One small girl was wearing 
a new coat which she had insisted be 
just the shade of blue to enhance the 


bronze of her pin. The pupils playing |- 


seven to nine pieces would receive a 
silver pin, and those presenting a pro- 
gram of ten to twenty numbers, one of 
gold. 

The teacher wore her gold sponsor's 
pin just as proudly. She was one of 
3,300 located in cities and towns 
throughout the United States and Cuba, 
who, as members of the National Guild 
of Piano Teachers, give their pupils the 
privilege of appearing in these audi- 
tions each spring. 

The 30,000 pupils, playing in 367 
Guild centers. this month, realize the 
benefit and pleasure derived from re- 
ceiving guidance in definite, classified 
progress in accord with school, conser- 
vatory, college and university require- 
ments. 


TEACHERS PARTICIPATE 


Sometimes a teacher also prepares a 
Program, inspired by Guild standards 
to set aside some time from a busy 
teaching schedule to improve his or her* 
own playing to earn a diploma, which 
may be High School, Collegiate or Artist 
according to the time available for 
practice. 


This National movement to help 
teachers guide their pupils in  well- 
balanced progress, and give pupil and 
parents concrete evidence of advance- 
ment, was started over 21 years ago 
by Irl Allison of Austin, Texas, who 
has not only a Master’s degree in music 
but in mathematics as well, and an 
honorary doctorate in music. He has 
worked out a system of grading on a 
National basis so that-a pupil moving 


teacher who is a member of the National 
Guild of Piano Teachers and know he 
is making well regulated progress. 


Judges are chosen not only for their 
understanding of the average pupil, but 
for the skill and experience necessary 
to give helpful analysis to the gifted 
child and artist pupil. The friendly 
atmosphere inspired a seven-year-old 
veteran of two auditions, whose mother 
was returning ‘to her piano after years 
of neglect, to whisper to the judge, “I 
am not nervous, but,” louder with 
anxiety, “| am worried about my mother. 
She has to play an eight-page sonata.” 


FRATERNITY MEMBERS REACH 
CONCERT STAGE, RADIO, 
TELEVISION 


Some pupils are studying only to 
improve their own enjoyment of music 
yet many in the National Fraternity are 
winning places for themselves on the 
concert stage, radio, or as teachers. 
After winning audition honors with a 
grade of 92 or over they may enter the 
National Piano Recording Competition 
in which the Guild awards substantial 
cash prizes. 


Superior audition winners may apply 
for scholarships offered by a number of 
Conservatories, Colleges and Universi- 
ties to pupils of Guild teachers. Pupils 
interested in composing may submit 
their work to be graded by a noted 
teacher-member of the Guild and so 
earn a certificate for composition and a 
Fraternity pin. e 


Slow pupils are just as welcome as 
the most brilliant. They do not come 
to compete with anyone. In fact the 
Guild has recently offered a Pledge 
Certificate for the pupil who has special 
difficulty in memorizing. Only one me- 
morized piece, with its scale and ca- 
dence, earns this award. This moment of 
glory may be the one spark needed 
to kindle ambition and furnish a 
stimulus to deeper study. 


What teacher knows the real capacity 
of a student? Who of us even guess 
our own? Each of us needs a goal of 
some sort if we are to achieve, and 
even then we fail to use our talents to 
their full capacity. These definite an- 
nual goals of the Guild are so much 
easier to keep in view than the big 
nebulous “sometime” ones. 


Busy teachers, men and women high 
in the world of music, give of their 
time to serve as Chairmen in cities 
where Guild chapters are established. 
This year well over a hundred noted 
teachers will travel great distances, leavy- 
ing their classes or professional ap- 
pearances, to serve as judges because 
they are so fully in accord with the 
Guild movement.

In New York City since 1934 Guild 
Auditions have been held at old Aeolian 
Hall, Wanamaker’s Auditorium, Biltmore 
Hotel, and Julliard School of Music, the 
latter since 1944 where the facilities 
have gradually been crowded to capac- 
ity with 30 judges working simultaneous- 
ly to hear nearly 2000 pupils so that 
this year it has been necessary to en- 
gage the new, beautiful Carl Fischer 
Concert Hall for the entire month of 
June to accommodate the enlarged stu- 
dent body. In smaller communities 
where no chapter has been formed, 
teacher, pupils and parents get together 
for the lark of journeying to the near- 
est Guild Center which may be two or 
three hundred miles away. 


Sometimes they form a caravan of 
cars, sometimes they hire a bus. They 
may picnic in some special park, per- 
haps shop, visit the zoo or take in a 
movie, but first comes the excitment of 
the auditions and the fun of accomplish- 
ment. 


These pupils are not just “taking 
lessons.” They are joining in a Nation- 
al movement to give music its’ proper 
place in the gamut of modern living.

PREPARATORY: Two classes, homo- 
phonic and polyphonic. In homophonic 
or lyric style not less than. 64 measures 
with piano music, ensemble groups, or 
solo for other instrument or voice with 
piano accompaniment. (If a _ song, 
words must be either with permission 
of author, in writing, accompanying the 
manuscript, or published before 1860.) 
If student writes song, have a singer 
try it before sending, to make sure that 
it is suitable for voice specified. 

In polyphonic style, minimum 32 
measures, prelude, invention, any dance 
form of traditional classic suite, with 
two or more independently moving 


rts. 
Pe COLLEGIATE: A Sonata movement 
for piano or other instrument with piano 
in Sonata form. (Example: a-b-devel- 
op a, develop b, possibly a “c” theme, 
recapitulation abc.) Or, polyphonic 
composition of three or more voices, in 
extended form. In this grade skill in 
handling themes, accuracy of rhythmic 
notation, correct use of accidentals, cli- 
max-building, contrast and general mas- 
ters of form will be considered. 

SPECIAL: For teachers -and students 
of college level who submit composi- 
tions of mature concept but not com- 
ing under classifications listed above.

PIANO GUILD TO AID SPRING CLINIC 


Although the Piano Guild had its birth 
in Hardin-Simmons University, an insti- 
tutional member of the National Asso- 
ciation of Schools of Music, it has taken 
23 years of successful operation for 
colleges to realize the vast advantages 
afforded them by the Guild. The fol- 
lowing letter (printed by permission) 
from Dr. Bruce Benward, of the. Uni- 
versity of Arkansas, to Dr. Irl Allison, 
founder of the Guild, is indicative of this 
awakening: 

“| received your letter yesterday in- 
viting Mr. Bell and myself to join. | 
also talked the matter over with the 
head of our department, and he is eager 
for us to cooperate with your organiza- 
tion. 

“We hold each spring on our campus 
a ‘Piano Clinic’ in which piano teach- 
ers throughout the state send students 
here to play for our instructors. We 
give criticism—for the benefit of the 
teacher, and pass out certificates to 
those students who present at least an 
acceptable performance. 

“The head of our department (Mr. 
Kenneth Osborne) has given me author- 
ity. to open up our facilities to your 
organization in the spring—with the 
idea of combining our spring ‘clinic’ and 
your spring ‘piano auditions.’ We are 
furthermore able to offer this service 
completely free to your organization, 
will be able to provide rooms for dis- 
cussion groups, auditions, and the like, 
BUT our faculty members will be ex- 


pected to act as the judges. 

“We have three piano teachers here. 
They are: 

“Digby Bell, Master of Music from 
University of Michigan. 

“Robert Smith, Master of Music from 
University of Indiana. 

“Dr. Bruce Benward, Master of Music 
from University of Indiana, and Ph.D. 
from the Eastman School of Music. 

“We (the piano teachers) are all 
willing to cooperate in any way pos- 
sible with your organization. We, 
HOWEVER, must know very soon 
whether we have your backing in this 
undertaking as the teachers through- 
out the state will have to have suffi- 
cient time to get their students pre- 
pared with the material which YOU 
require . . . we are desirous of adher- 
ing strictly to very high standards. 

“Our piano clinics have in the past 
proven highly successful. We are able 
to get a great deal of publicity through- 
out the state (in newspapers and per- 
sonal letters, etc.). With your back- 
ing and your standards we should be 
able to make the auditions even more 
successful. 


“Will you kindly send me all ayvail- 
able material on the workings of your 
‘auditions,’ and let me know very soon 
if you will be able to cooperate with 
us in the spring. We must inform the 
teachers how to prepare their students.”

Patricia Prentzel of Philadelphia and 
Rita Loving of Washington, pupils of 
Katherine Frost in piano and students 
at Holton-Arms, Washington, scored an 
immense personal success when they | 
played the world premiere of the Padwa 
Concerto in Washington.
